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¢ 4 Until one hundred years ago, color—as far as dye was concerned—sprang from 


color 


nature alone. From the day (more than fifteen hundred years ago) that the Tyri- 
ans found they could make a purple dye from a snail until well past the time 
that cochineal (the carmine-red produced by an insect that lives on the cactus) 
was brought from Mexico, there was no such thing as a synthetic dye. The source 
of color was either animal or vegetable, limited and expensive. Then, in 1856, 
aniline dyes were discovered; the fashionable world went mad, and the entire 
color pattern of the American home changed. Enchanted by the coal-tar rainbow 
thrown in their laps, the Victorians combined anything with everything; as 
long as the colors were rich and intense (and they were), juxtaposition meant 
nothing. No one, for example, had ever seen anything so violently beautiful as 
two new purple-pinks (named, eerily, Magenta and Soljerino after two battles 
of the Austrian-Italian War of 1859), and they were used with a giddy hand, 
despite the fact that they clashed with everything except black. white and gray 

neutrals soon rejected as fit for nothing except funerals and weddings. Color 
affected everything (as it does, of course, today), but with the passage of time, 
a great many things affected color: illumination (the switch from gaslight with 
its blue overtones to electricity with its white aura), personal reaction and 
the education of mass taste. Today, we have all the colors that so intoxicated 
our ancestors, and many, many more, but we have slowly learned to discriminate, 
and our decorative and fashion worlds are a mirror of that discrimination. 
Color, since it can be changed, is the most flexible of all decorative factors, a 
potent tune-caller in determining what is fashionable and what is not, and—by 
virtue of its mutability—a gratifying means of self-identification. It can express 
youth or maturity, interpret a mood, affect the psyche in astonishing ways. 
That is why, in choosing six Living colors to be emphasized in our decoration 
during the coming year, we have sought out certain attributes more than others. 
These colors are primarily young. In essence, they are not new (they have been 
stylish in one variation or another for a century), but they possess a subtlety 
they did not always enjoy. They are colors that respond to daylight quite as 
effectively as to a play of dramatic illumination, and they will leave a stamp 
of individuality on any house, anywhere, whether used as a dominating feature 
of the background, as accents. or both. Their names are nostalgic: the first is 
Barnum Blue, a color sharper than turquoise, not so intense as peacock. Whether 
used as an accent, as a wall, or with black and white, it is enormously flattering 
to people. The second is Sandstone—-the true. un-pink beige of a Siamese cat. 
Capable of great nuance, it can be lightened or darkened and still retain its 
character. Next is Gold Rush, a spicy, saffron-yellow with a hint of smolder 
about it. Parlor Pink is an eloquent color reminiscent of certain orchids and 
camellias. Brilliant when used with white. it has a vibrancy that would have 
delighted the Victorians. Gaslight Green is a play (with a bit more timidity) 
on the bold emerald of the mohair, plush and velvet so dear to the hearts of our 
grandparents. More flattering than yellow-green. it has none of the remote 
coldness of blue-green. The last is Victoria Orange, as lushly vivid as a Gauguin. 
A favorite of the great queen, it has wound its way through the past century 
like a bright ribbon. So much for nomenclature. Since any color, however 
beautiful, means little until it has been transferred from palette to canvas, the 
six Living colors—pin points of the spectrum—have been used in varying 
degrees in the houses and rooms shown throughout this issue as an illustration 


of their decorative flexibility and as graphic proof of their inherent excitement.

As you have noted from the plan on the 
preceding pages, the living room, entrance, 
dining room and kitchen flow one into an- 
other to create, in a sense, one large, well- 
organized area. Pleasant as it is, it is a sen- 
sory impression only: each room is very 
subtly defined by color and the arrange- 
ment of the furniture. The white of the ex- 
terior is now softened by the faintest flush 
of Sandstone on walls and ceilings—a 
background which enhances each piece of 
furniture, each accessory in its contribution 
to a well-devised scheme. A shelf topped 
in pale beige Formica extends across one 
end of the room to serve as a table and re- 
flector of light, while the mirror—an in- 
cidental source of color—reflects from 
across the room the Parlor Pink frame and 
black and white plaid covering of the Vic- 
torian sofa with its flanking table-chests. 
A room-sized rug in Sandstone holds this 
whimsical group in focus and separates it 
from the entrance.

\ny small house—however well-designed—presents the 
problem of The Small Bedroom. Not only must it be made

he growth of Flint, Michigan’s second largest city, 

from a pioneer forest settlement in the 1830's to to- 
day’s prosperous city, parallels, in essence, that of many 
another highly industrial community. In its early days, 
Indians and French fur traders used the Flint River as their 
highway; by 1855, when Flint was incorporated as a city, 
it saw the river filled with pine logs from Michigan’s vast 
forests. As the nation turned from waterways to roads for 
its trade and travel, river traffic was doomed—a state of 
affairs the adaptable people of Flint met by funneling their 
energies into new channels. Carriage-makers stepped in to 
utilize the sawmill machinery for a new industry, and Flint 
soon became known as the Vehicle City, producing more 
horse-drawn vehicles than any other town in the world. 
After the turn of the century, as the full impact of America’s 
bright new invention—the automobile began to be felt 
across the land, Flint turned its ingenuity and acumen to the 
motorcar, to become—and remain—one of the nation’s 
chief sources of wheeled transportation. As the industry 
grew and urban life pushed away from the city boundaries, 
a corresponding demand for new housing developed. 
Robert Gerholz is one of today’s builders, meeting that de- 
mand with imagination. To help the city of Flint dramatize 
its hundred years of progress, he has produced the Centen- 
nial House—a synthesis of living-conditioned features that 


contributes creditably to the building achievements of 1956. 


Conceived by Robert Gerholz for Flint’s young families, the West 
gate Centennial House—designed by architect William K. Davis—is 
the culmination of a successful builder's busy career (he has built 
1.200 homes). In contrast to house of 1856 which depended on fancy 
woodwork embellishment for design relief, this house counts on the 
lively interplay of surface colors and textures and the composition of 
facade elements for architectural interest. One element—the brick 
wall—extends out to create a small private terrace off the bedroom

ple to be invited to the wedding, and the number to the reception. 


At such differences—and their lack of resolution—the world smiles 
affectionately. All lovers have little spats, and they don’t mean 
a thing. But once past the altar, those little differences take on 
greater importance—and hordes of new ones crop up in a world 


with no such indulgence for plain family rows. Maggie and Jiggs 


battle it out noisily, but a happily married couple—according 


to our myths—lives forever in quiet harmony. 
Raised voices are a sign to the neighbors—and to the worried 
couple themselves—that those two don’t seem to get along so well, 
that another marriage is headed for the rocks. To this concept, 
the marital counselors and psychologists reply: baloney! The 
relationship of husband and wife is entirely different from the 
relationship of the engaged couple. They have a massive adjust 
ment to make—to a new way of living and to each other. And the 


only way they can make such an adjustment is by fighting for it. 


We all have met smug couples who announce that they have never 
had a fight in two, five, ten or however many years of marriage. 
Well, say the psychologists, if those people are not fooling them 
selves, one partner is systematically trampling on the other's 
rights, a process giving little satisfaction to the trampler, and still 
less, of course, to the victim. Such worms may eventually turn 
and suddenly assert themselves with a stored-up violence which 
can wreck the marriage. Somewhere in the world, perhaps, there 
exists a couple whose tastes, attitudes and desires mesh so per- 
fectly that no friction ever is needed to make them fit together 
smoothly. If so, their married life may be placid—but it must be 
terribly dull. There’s not very much fun in living with a mirror. 
For the rest of us mortals, an occasional outburst is an essential 
part of the marriage relationship. Such expressions of open 


hostility, say the marriage experts, serve three vital purposes: 





1. In the earliest days after the honeymoon, they let a little air 
into the suffocating closeness with which bride and groom clasp 
each other. The honeymoon embrace is thrilling and satisfying 
for a while—then it becomes emotionally exhausting. An oc- 
casional spat gives the couple a chance to step apart and de- 


termine just how much proximity they can tolerate. 


2. Throughout the marriage, they give the couple a means to ad- 
just differences and work out ways together to meet a new situa- 
tion. One partner’s desire will clash with the other’s rights; only 
by mutual self-assertion can a practical balance be achieved. 

3. They give both partners a chance to blow off steam over re- 
sentments or frustrations built up outside the home in the routine 
of daily living. Each partner can contribute to the home's stability 


by making it a haven where safety valves can be let off harmlessly. 


Once the post-honeymoon adjustment is made, a couple may find 
their fights will not always achieve all the desired ends. Joe and 
Louise A., for example, know that fighting cannot settle for them 


the big issue which makes their marriage uncomfortable. 


Joe is a physicist with a master’s degree. He works days to pro- 
duce a moderate income whic h disappears quic kly with two 
children to be fed and a new home to be paid for and furnished. 
They know that with his doctorate he could earn a lot more. So 
he studies and attends classes at night, struggling for that higher 
degree. They have little normal home life. Joe is usually tired, 
Louise lonely. And they take out their unhappiness by flaring up 
over trifles. Both recognize tacitly that they are not really fighting 
over Joe’s having left his shorts on the floor, or Louise’s brisk 
chatter when Joe just wants to doze on the couch. They are blowing 
off accumulated resentment over an uncomfortable situation which 
they have agreed must remain unchanged for a while. From such 
a bout, with tears and cuss words, they emerge refreshed, and 
with a new sense of dependence on each other. Nothing really is 
changed; but they have spewed forth the poisons stored up in day- 
to-day living. And they have demonstrated—forcibly indeed—the 
depth of their need for each other. As Joe puts it, “If we didn’t 


battle once in a while, we'd have no excuse to kiss and make up.” 


Such fighting—which settles no issues, and makes no basic change 
in the partners’ adjustment to each other—brings satisfaction to 
Joe and Louise even though it would bring shudders to “civilized” 
folk who preach a “reasonable” approach to marriage. These sup- 
posed moderns consider open fighting barbaric. or at least vulgar 
They suggest, instead, that husband and wife talk over their 
grievances calmly, with the aid of tidy little lists, or regularly 
scheduled “gripe sessions” at which they can explain politely just 
why they hate each other. Such an approach to marital disagree- 
ments is something like trying to soothe a crying baby by mathe- 
matics. Marriage has an emotional basis; it is not a business 
relationship. Tension or bottled-up frustration can ferment into 


murderous hate ; cool sarcasm can contain [Continued on page 118]

QUEENSBERRY RULES 


1. Don’t enter a family fight to “win.” Your per- 


sonal victory may set the team back. 


2. Try to discover what you're really fighting for. 
The real reason often is not the one that started the 


fireworks in the first place. 


3. Limit yourself to one issue per fight. You can’t 


settle every disagreement in a single debate. 


4. Sulking or “the silent treatment” turns a fight 


into a perpetual feud. 


5. There are times not to fight, too—when one part- 
ner is blindly angry, or when you won't have a 


chance to thrash the matter out completely. 


6. If you want a respectful hearing of your gripe— 


listen respectfully to the other fellow’s. 
7. Don’t stoop to pointless name-calling. 


8. Avoid ultimatums, challenges or threats you'd 


find awkward to carry out later on. 


9. Once a fight has been settled, bury it. In a healthy 
marriage, yesterday's fights are dusted off only to 
give the couple confidence that they'll be able to set- 


tle today’s problems once and for all. 


10. Remember: one fight does not a marriage make 
—or break. A happy marital relationship is built on 
a framework of give and take; and years may be 
needed for the partners to learn how to do both 


as gracefully as possible. 





EF... with the sometimes difficult, always challenging prespect of 
decorating an empty room in a new house—or restyling an old one that 
badly wants a fresh viewpoint—the chances are we close our eyes and 
visualize the shape of things to come, forgetting that we live, too, in 
a world of color. In the mind’s eye, forms emerge and begin to take 
their place in orderly relation to each other and to the room as a whole; 
we consider the character and relative merits of this or that style of 
furniture. Without color, it is a picture that—as one seen through 
a glass darkly—remains sadly static, out of focus. The plain fact is 
that color is as fundamental as form—not something to be applied as 
an afterthought. There is a tendency to mistrust one’s color sense— 
a condition that often results in rooms which, through lack of related 
color-planning or simple faintheartedness, take on a neutral or “gray” 
appearance. Our purpose here on these two pages is, quite simply, to 
dramatize the effects of sound color-planning in creating unity and 
harmony—a simple demorstration of the way we can put color to work 


to add dimension and infuse personality, mood and vitality in a room.

In the normal procedure for constructing a group of dwell- 
ing units, it is often the builder or contractor who sets the 
wheels in motion: he and his architect combine to produce 
a house that is best suited to the region and its family liv- 
ing patterns.

(The local chapter of the WCTU, incidentally, 
presented the town with its first water fountain.) There was a 
hunting club for the sporting set and a lyceum for “challeng- 
ing and stimulating debate.” Life was real, earnest and blithe, 
and for contemporary Tomahites, it still is. The town today 
has changed physically, but not in spirit. There are schools, 
hospitals, a handsome library, a City Hall, parks and play- 
grounds, but Tomah is still gay at heart, and that is why—on 
its hundredth birthday—the city fathers decided to join this 
magazine in its centennial celebration and give a gigantic 
painting party. Everyone, in a burst of civic pride that might 
well be emulated in any town seeking a swift cure for com- 
munal crow’s-feet, put foot to ladder, hand to brush, and turned 


the entire facade of Tomah’s main street into a painted rainbow.

Plan a garden with a colorful view 


Usually, when we think of a view we conjure up visions of broad 
expanses, distant mountains or water—all seldom if ever seen 
from the average 75’ x 100’ plot which has for a view the ad- 
jacent 75’ x 100’ plot. This state of affairs is far from hope- 
less. As in so many other phases of homemaking, it requires plan- 
ning, and while garden planning may seem premature as you gaze 
at a bleak or snow-covered plot, it isn’t. Now is the time to crys- 
tallize your thoughts and use your imagination to make a view of 
your own. This can be done in a variety of ways, in a variety 
of materials to conform with almost any plot, any budget and 
any degree of landscaping or carpentry skill. You can create a 
view with fences, baffles, trellises, with trees, shrubs and vines. 
The latter should be of the fast-growing variety, for few of us 
are patient enough to wait indefinitely for our view to grow. 
There are many plants and trees notable for speedy growth 
with minimum attention. A view can also comprise a focal point 
of interest. Just as a picture or a vase is often the center of 
attention in the interior decoration scheme of a room, an object 
of interest can become the axis around which exterior decoration 
is planned. Here again, the premium is on imagination rather 
than the purse. Few of us can afford an oriental sculpture, but 
everyone can keep an eye peeled for an unusually shaped and 
textured rock or a handsome piece of weathered wood. For these 
pages, we have assembled a roundup of ideas which landscape 
architects have developed to help the amateur plan a garden with a 
view. They are designs, applicable to the average plot, which home- 


owners can create themselves, even to the small swimming pool.

Lay a canvas cloth dusted with 
flour on a table that is a yard 
or more across. Roll out the 
rested dough as large as pos- 
sible with a rolling pin and 
quickly lift this sheet of dough 
on the back of your hands to 
the center of the dusted cloth. 
This sheet of dough has to be 
stretched over the back of your 
hands to be as large as the 
table. Be careful not to tear it, 
which could easily happen if 
you used your fingers to pull 
the dough. Dip your hands fre- 
quently into the flour in order 
to prevent sticking. 

Reach under the dough with 
your hands palm down, make 
fists of your hands and draw 
them toward yourself, bending 
your wrist upward. The dough 
will stretch towards you. If 
three of you can do this at 
once, standing at three sides 
of the table, the stretching can 
be done in less than 3 minutes. 
If you should tear the dough 


you would have to patch it, 
using the overhanging pieces 
of dough, moistened with 
water, for that purpose. The 
dough must be paper-thin and 
as soon as it is all stretched 
out, sprinkle it with butter and 
the teasted bread crumbs over 
the whole surface. Follow with 
the apples, the raisins and the 
almonds. Dust the cinnamon 
and sugar over everything and 
grate the lemon rind over all 
of it. 

With a sharp knife, cut the 
heavy edges that remain at the 
outside circle of the dough 
and take off any parts of the 
dough that overreach the 
table. Take up one side of the 
tablecloth and by lifting it 
gently you will be able to start 
the dough rolling up until you 
have a long, narrow strudel 
with all ingredients wrapped 
inside. Lift the strudel and 
place it horseshoe-shaped on 
a well-buttered baking sheet.

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Win was happening in the 
musical world of one hundred 
years ago? Let us pin point the 
year 1856 as a point of reference 
and determine the outstanding 
events that took place about that 
time. Needless to say, the middle 
of the nineteenth century was the 
period during which “romanti- 
cism” flourished. It was the era 
which created the prototype of 
the creative artist as we still 
know him—the colorful individ- 
ualist whose creative impulses 
justified his idiosyneracies. And 

amazing as this may seem—the 
music of this period still forms 
the basis of most of our musical 
fare of today. The truth of this 
statement will become apparent 
as soon as we realize that the 
most prominent musical names 
of 1856 were Schumann, Liszt, 
Berlioz and Wagner. 

One of the most important fig- 
ures of the romantic movement, 
Robert Schumann, died in 1856. 
Two other equally important 
founders of musical romanticism, 
Mendelssohn and Chopin, had 
already died; the former in 1847, 
the latter in 1849, 

The following year, 1857, was 
to witness the birth of Edward 
Elgar, and two outstanding con- 
tributors to the world of operatic 
music were to make their ap- 
pearances in 1858. They were 
Leoncavallo (the composer of | 
Pagliacci), and Puccini, whose 
La Bohéme and Madama Butter- 
fly have become staple items in 
the operatic repertoire. 

What about Tchaikovsky, who 
certainly must be counted as one 
of the foremost romantic com- 
posers? Well, in 1856, he was a 
sixteen-year-old law student, who 
was not to dabble in music until 
another four years had gone by. 

With this briefest of surveys of 
the musical scene as it appeared 
in 1856, let us proceed to some 
of the compositions that made

their appearance at that time. 
All of these works are available 
in fine recorded versions. 

One of the most popular piano 
concertos of all time, the Con- 
certo No. 1 in E Flat, by Franz 
Liszt, had been made known to 
the public just one year before 
1856. Its creator was one of the 
most colorful figures produced by 
the romantic age. He is still ac- 
knowledged as perhaps the 
greatest virtuoso of the piano 
that history has ever known. 
During his career as a traveling 
virtuoso he was the recipient of 
the kind of adulation (especially 
on the part of the fair sex) that 
was later to be reserved for 
movie stars and popular crooners. 
He had a succession of love af- 
fairs that added more than a 
touch of scandal to his reputa- 
tion, and late in life, he took 
minor orders in the church. 

The Liszt First Piano Concerto 
did not have easy sledding at 
first, partly because its composer 
was in the forefront of what was 
then regarded as “modern mu- 
sic,” and partly because he had 
the audacity to give a prominent 
part to the triangle. In fact, so 
unusual! was this innovation, that 
one of the more conservative 
critics of the time dubbed the 
work “the triangle concerto.” 

Two modern LP recordings of 
the work come to mind. They are 
the relatively inexpensive version 
issued on a ten-inch dise by the 
Musical Masterpiece Society, 
with the young French pianist 
Philippe Entremont and the Ra- 
dio Zurich Orchestra, under Wal- 
ter Goehr, and the somewhat 
more resonantly recorded West- 
minster twelve-inch disc, with 
Edith Farnadi and the Orchestra 
of the Vienna State Opera under 
Hermann Scherchen. Both ver- 
sions are backed by perform- 
ances of the same composer's 
Concerto No. 2 in A Major.

Music for living 
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Although there is still some 
doubt in the matter, it is general- 
ly believed that the conductor of 
the first performance of Liszt's 
“triangle” concerto was another 
fiery figure of the romantic move- 
ment—Hector Berlioz. It is to 
his music that we now turn, since 
the year in which Liszt's concerto 
appeared was the same as that in 
which Berlioz first presented what 
has been called “the most power- 
ful” of all his works—his Te 
Deum for chorus, organ and or- 
chestra. One of Berlioz’s biogra- 
phers says of this work: “In no 





other music of the composer are 
there released such terrific dis- 
charges of sheer nervous energy 
The contrasted sections, more- 
over, reveal a depth of tender- 
ness which, one feels, derives 
from the sweetness that comes 
forth out of strength.” 

Nine hundred performers took 
part at the first presentation of 
the Te Deum, including an or- 
chestra of one hundred strings 
and about fifty wind and percus- 
sion instruments. Although it is 
unlikely that the total effect of 
nine hundred performers can be 
conveyed with any adequacy by 


the average home phonograph, it 





is nevertheless a satisfying ex- 
perience to listen to the Colum- 
bia recording of the work, made 
by the London Philharmonic 
Choir and Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra, under the devoted 
hand of Sir Thomas Beecham. In 
fact, no attempt is made in this 
recording, to achieve the Gargan- 
tuan results that must have 
attended the first performance. 
Two other fine works in the 
standard repertoire were com- 
pleted by their respective com- 
posers at just about the time we 
are considering. Robert Schu- 
mann, who had composed the 
better part of his cello concerto 
in 1850, put the finishing touches 
on it in 1854, Capitol has issued 
- a recording of this melodious 
work by Joseph Schuster, with 
Ki rscl\. Franz Waxman conducting the 
Los Angeles Orchestral Society. 
Exactly one hundred years ago, 
Richard Wagner finished one of 
his great music dramas—Die 
Walkiire, containing the famous 
and rousing Ride of the Val- 
kyries, and the Magic Fire Music. 
Curiously, in spite of the fact 
that Schubert had died as early 
as 1828, no one in 1856 knew his 
now-famous Unfinished Sym- 
phony! Its score was not discov- 
ered until as late as 1865.

Color at work 


Although color is a willing worker that has always performed in a 
galaxy of orbits, in the past hundred years it has served us in more 
ways than in all the previous history of the world. It has also grown 
into a universal language that can be read by men of normal vision 
in every corner of the globe—regardless of race or language. 
Historically, color has had a fascinating past. The first colorants 
were made from tree barks, fruits, vegetables, berries, herbs, flow- 
ers, roots and earth, fish and insects and powdered gems. So precious 
were these dyes and pigments that in the ancient world they were 
currency—trade money, tribute money, kings’ ransoms and royal 
gifts. Wars were fought for their possession and they were a vital 
part of the wealth of nations. Only a rich man could afford colored 
garments, and the nauseous reek of the crude compounds used to 
dye them was the mark of his wealth and importance. Since the 
beginning of recorded history, governments have been deeply con- 
cerned with their color formulas and developments and their secrets 
have been as jealously guarded as those of a seraglio. China, un- 
fortunately, has lost the secret of Ming yellow, but the Wedgwood 
formulas are kept sacrosanct, and the French authorities hold the 
color secrets of their great tapestries as inviolate as a national 
treasure. All countries, at the height of their powers, have consid- 
ered color as one of their working assets and a part of their capital 
wealth. In the last days of the second world war, a British intelli- 
gence officer discovered in Berlin a vast acoordion color card, beau- 
tifully swatched, and labeled World Wide Color Coordination. While 
our troops were storming the shores of Sicily, printers in Turin were 
finishing an even larger color card labeled Universal Color Co- 
ordination, A few days after we entered Tokyo, an American officer 
found a truly magnificent color card, swatthed in silk, labeled 
Japanese Imperial World Color Book. Sic transit gloria mundi. 
Color is no longer currency, but it still has the power to move 
our minds and emotions, our imaginations and desires, and it is a 
vastly important facet of all of modern life. Let us examine some of 


the aspects of color . . . at work. 


Travel and transportation: Colored lights, symbols and func- 
tional markings are our greatest single safety measure in all travel— 
whether by motor, rail, sea or air. Here, where seconds mean life 
or death, colored warnings do the job: without them, transportation 
would be chaotic indeed. The colored lights of the airplane pilot’s 
instrument panel and the Christmas tree ef light on a submarine’s 
control panel transmit and register their warnings faster than any 
other known medium. 

The prismatic use of color in the automotive industry has in- 
creased sales enormously by stimulating the buying of color com- 
binations as new as tomorrow's newspaper. The interior decoration 
of all transport has augmented the comfort and pleasure of travel. 
Travel sickness—that dreary bugaboo—has been largely eliminated 
by good color-conditioning. The old, too-familiar yellow greens and 
bloody reds and hot tans have been replaced by colors as carefully 
compounded as a doctor’s prescription. 

Railroads have greatly decreased grade-crossing accidents by 
stepping up the high visibility of the color on silent diesel engines. 
Western Pacific, for example, painted their first engines yellow and 
green, only to find that the analogous coloring of summer foliage 
made them almost completely invisible. The next attempt—silver 
and black—proved a too-perfect camouflage in the desert country, 
and not until the diesels were painted orange and black did Western 
Pacific achieve an all-season, all-country, high visibility that fairly 
screamed a color warning. 

Weather control: The research in color and temperature con- 
ducted by Mr. Benjamin Franklin has left an interesting mark on 
today’s living. He placed white and black swatches on newly fallen 
snow, to find that the black fell quickly to the bottom while the white 
remained on the surface with little or no indentation. With the sun 
in full blaze, he seated Mrs. Franklin in the garden on a hot sum- 
mer’s day and found that while she was quite comfortable all after- 
noon when dressed in white, the poor lady—when attired in black

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The fine art of family fighting 


far more venom than an occa- 
sional bellow. As one psychologist 
put it: “Conflict is conflict, 
whether the weapons are soft 
words or clubs.” 

Most marriage counselors also 
frown on the list of grievances 
technique for two other reasons: 
for one thing, such a list tends 
to give the impression, even to the 
person compiling it, that each 
item is of equal importance.

They 
are trying to make today’s mar- 
riage conform to the forces that 
operated when Father's word was 
law, and Mother had to obey—or 
else. In those days, martyrdom

was a virtue: “Bear and For- 
bear,” “Forgive and Forget” were 
mottoes for a woman to live by, 
because she had no choice. Di- 
vorce, for the most part, was un- 
thinkable. A man could support 
himself alone, but where could a 
woman work? 

Today's woman often can sup- 
port herself as well as a man, and 
divorce carries little stigma. She 
faces her husband on a com- 
pletely equal footing, and if he is 
too unreasonable, she can pack 
up and leave. Mother no longer 
has to tremble when Father roars. 
She can roar a little, too. And to- 
day's marriage demands that they 
fight as they live—as equals. All 
right, then. Occasional quarrels 
are necessary to marriage; they 
provide a resolution of issues and 
easing of tensions. The Joneses 
next door certainly staged some 
beauts—each one louder and 
more venomous than the one be- 
fore it. They battled their way 
straight into divorce court. Fight- 
ing obviously did not help them. 
What went wrong? 

The trouble was simply that 
they found neither adjustment 
nor release in their fights. Other- 
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wise, they would not have had to 
try harder—fight harder—to find 
them each time. A psychologist 
might say they just did not know 
how to fight. There are right and 
wrong ways of staging a family 
fracas just as there is a right and 
wrong in every adjustment of 
human relationships. The right 
way brings satisfaction and a 
sense of completeness; the wrong 
plants the seeds for more trouble. 

Drs. Evelyn Millis Duval and 
Reuben Hill, in their book, When 
You Marry, class marital con- 
flicts as “productive” and “de- 
structive.” A productive clash, 
they say, will have three stages: 
First, grumbling or snapping by 
the aggressor. The other partner, 
or defendant, is alerted by the 
storm signals and clears the decks 
for action. (Incidentally, a clearly 
recognizable set of battle warn- 
ings should be basic equipment 
in every well-run home.) Second, 
the battle itself. The cards go 
face up on the table. There may 
be tears, shouting and threats. 
This is the stage in which pent-up 
emotions are blown off. It is not 
a time for holding anything back. 
It may last five minutes or sev- 


eral hours, but it should counting 
until the aggressor’s emotional 
pressure is back down to normal 
Third, the aggressor, now m 
lieved, starts sending out peag 
feelers.

and nature’s own color warnings 

the yellow of jaundice, the red 
throat of scarlet fever. 

Identification and recogni- 
tion: There are literally thou- 
sands of colors with special and 
important connotations: electric 
cables are colored for identifica- 
tion, and circuit identification in 
complex installations is simpli- 
fied by color. Different colored 
labels indicate sizes in wearing 
apparel. In mail-order operations, 
the orders for each day are made 
out on different colored papers— 
red is for Monday, for example, 
and let the clerk beware who 
finds this color on his desk as 
late as Friday. 

In the Pentagon in Washington 
many a bewildered visitor has 
made his way through that laby- 
rinth with the help of color: the 
first floor is tan, the second, 


green, the third, red, the fourth, 
gray and the fifth, blue. When a 
visitor enters, he is given a card 
with this information printed on 
it. In the new subway in Montreal, 
each station is painted a different 
color for quick identification, and 
as far off as Moscow, authorities 
are experimenting with colored 
pavements to orient those who 
cannot read street signs. The 
orange school bus is immediately 
recognized on highways: its color 
a signal to take extra care in 
approaching its precious cargo. 
Fire apparatus shrieks its warn- 
ing with brilliant-red paint, and 
we automatically give the right 
of way to the somber black of 
the funeral cortege. 

Color recognition is no new- 
comer to the modern world, nor 
was it to the ancients. The mili- 
tary cloaks of the Greek kings 
and Roman emperors were an 
oriflamme of bright scarlet, while 
their slaves wore blue to bespeak 
their lowly position. The Jolly 
Roger with its macabre black 
and white skull and bones sig- 


naled “pirates” as clearly as a 
loud speaker. A yellow flag flown 
from a ship means quarantine for 
a communicable disease, and in 
any language, a white flag means 
surrender. The armed forces dis- 
tinguish between their different 
services with colored uniforms; 
they camouflage their men with 
color, their signal flags speak 
with color, and their decorations 
for valor and bravery beyond the 
call of duty are worn in colored 
ribbons that all may read. When 
the American troops landed on 
the Normandy beaches in the dim 
light of dawn, they were guided 
to land by colored fluorescent 
panels, and colored signals and 
dyes saved many lives at sea. 
These are some of the things 
that color at work can do, and 
in time—as we continue to probe 
the amazing depths of its kaleido- 
scope—there will undoubtedly be 
as many more. Colorwise, the 
past century has been a revelation, 
and there is no reason why the 
present one, when it has run its 
span, should not be equally dis- 
tinguished in its own right.

arguments. They had one divided 
into chapters, The first fight 
never ended. They found no emo- 
tional release, but stored up more 
and more resentment instead. 
Such couples fight to wound. 
They shoot for sore spots, things 
they know the partner regrets but 
cannot help; a wife’s thick 
ankles, a husband’s long-repented 
spree. Then, tired, they separate 
and lick their wounds alone, 
thinking of things they might 
have said and will say next time 
which will soon come. 

Or they may take refuge in the 
“silent treatment”—a wife who 
keeps the storm signals flying but 
refuses to say what she is angry 
about; a husband who sulks be 
hind the newspaper and won't 
talk to anyone. Both of these 
people know, and are delighted 
by the fact, that they are inflict- 
ing pain on the partner by frus 
tration and worry. Further, they 
probably are afraid to bring the 
issue out into the open, perhaps 
because they are not so sure their 
grievance is a just one after all, 
or they know of sins they have 
committed which make them vul- 
nerable to counterattack. These 


couples think in terms of “win- 
ning” a fight—of punishing their 
partners as much possible. 
Usually, they are people who are 
afraid to admit having been 
wrong, to whom apologies in any 
situation come hard. In short, 
they are afraid to stand up and 
fight it out fairly. 

Obviously, such clashes force 
the battling couples further and 
further apart. Each fight lays 
the groundwork for the next—a 
still more violent one. There can 
be little joy in such a marriage; 
why not get it over with, get a 
divorce? In some cases, marriage 
counselors agree, divorce may be 
the answer. But in relatively few 
Two people who truly love each 
other can find no happiness in 
separation, no matter how much 
they fight; and cruel as this kind 
of fighting may be, it is by no 
means an indication that husband 
and wife no longer love each 
other. The very intensity of their 
frustrated affection increases the 
viciousness of names they call each 
other, the bitterness they feel. 

So the problem becomes one of 
changing the fighting pattern, in 
order that husband and wife can 


get some satisfaction from their 
flare-ups, and that the battles 
produce good for the marriage in- 
stead of wrecking it. This is not 
easy, but it can be done. Also, it 
is not a one-sided proposition. 

Marriage counselors say a pat- 
tern of destructive fighting rarely 
develops as the result of just one 
partner’s unreasonableness. Both 
have contributed to it, and both 
must try together to change it. 
They must agree to do—and re- 
frain from doing—certain things 
Since there is more emotion than 
reason in most family fights, they 
may fail at first, but if the effort 
is made sincerely, they won't fail 
forever. And each battle will be 
a little more productive than the 
last. They must reshape their pat- 
tern of conflict along these lines 
1. They need to agree on the 
basic cause of their fight. 
Fighting is of value to the mar 
riage only as it clears the air, 
as it brings grievances out into 
the open for some kind of adjust- 
ment. It cannot do this unless 
each partner knows just what is 
making the other unhappy. 

In destructive battling, the real 


issue is rarely discussed. Per- 


haps the aggressor is ashamed 
to talk about it (for example, if 
it is a sexual matter). Or per- 
haps he really is not aware of it, 
because he has not thought out 
and sorted out his emotions (for 
example, a father jealous of the 
affection and attention showered 
on a child, pushing him into a 
secondary role). Such ferreting 
out of the real issue develops with 
practice, and with a positive de- 
sire to improve relations. 

One couple bickered endlessly 
over the husband's penchant for 
losing small amounts of money in 
card games “with the boys.” It 
came from his allowance and 
what he did with the money 
actually was none of his wife's 
business. Finally, the wife also 
became puzzled over the intense 
emotion she was focusing on the 
loss of relatively insignificant 
sums. After some introspection, 
she decided she really was jealous 
of her husband's freedom. As 
keeper of the family purse, she 
had not set aside any special sum 
for her own use. Once they had 
put their finger on the root of the 
trouble, the solution was simple.

She put herself on an allow- 

ance too—money she would be 
free to blow in on a counter- 
length of strawberry sodas, if the 
whim struck her. She seldom 
spends the money foolishly, but is 
now content with her own little 
corner of independence. 
2. Once the real cause of the 
conflict is understood, the 
couple should thrash it out 
vigorously. The showdown on a 
basic disagreement cannot be 
avoided forever (although there 
certainly is no harm in postpon- 
ing a battle until there is time to 
have it out thoroughly, and in 
privacy). However, once the bell 
has sounded for the start of round 
one, there ought to be no holding 
back: nothing relating to the 
grievance should be suppressed, 
no angry words swallowed (pro- 
vided they are relevant). 

Advocates of the “reasonable” 
school of settling differences sug- 
gest that husband and wife re- 
solve in advance to avoid areas of 
hopeless disagreement, where 
there is no prospect of finding 
common ground. Such a situation 
might arise where husband and 
wife are of different religious 
faiths. But again, this approach 
ignores the fact that a conviction 
strong enough to survive the op- 
position of a loved one is not 
likely to remain suppressed for 
life. And at some time, an issue 
relating to it will demand ex- 
ploration—such as religious 
training for children. 

A better solution might be an 
agreement to assume the partner's 
sincerity and intelligence in hold- 
ing to any particular conviction; 
coupled with a promise by each 
to accept from the other without 
malice what might seem bad taste 
or even bigotry on the part of 
anyone else. 

With such a compact—if it is 
entered into honestly—any overt 
baiting will be clearly spotted as 
a pretext for a fight, masking 
some entirely different grudge 
which the baiter is reluctant, for 
some reason, to bring out into the 
open. And the reply to such 
baiting would be: “Come on, 
what's really the matter? You 
don’t talk like that when things 
are going all right.” 

3. Name-calling and needling 
should be outlawed. As much

A. The best choice would be Jap- 

anese yew. Give it good soil 
and clean its foliage every week 
or so with a strong water spray 
from a hose.
